o you've been getting a lot more metal 
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before there was a straightedge. It's sort of eilly that 
people wanna put tags on you. Even the positive thing I've 
fallen behind because we've always been very much Into that 
area hut at the same time sincerity is what really Bakes a ^^ 
difference. If someone's going at the world "hlah, blah, blah 
and it's not really something that you feel, more of sooething 
they like.
